In an April 12, 2004 article via Agence France Press, the US led coalition and its allies accused 
the two biggest Arab new media outlets of inciting violence against coalition forces.

Yawi Radio - Thailand 

The organization affiliated with this station is reported to be the Royal Thai Army. This stations 
purpose is "to win the hearts and minds the minority Muslim population in Southern Thailand 
using PSYOPs." This Is obviously a preemptive measure to prevent future terrorist activities. 
The station has been active since January 2004. broadcasting on 107.3 MHz. A team of 10 have 
been distributing Tanin radios (a local brand) to border villages. According to PSYOP 

frequencies are being used. 



SW Radio Africa - Zimbabwe 

This station is affiliated with a London-based group of Zimbabwean exiles who seek to "give 
listeners unbiased information so they can make informed decisions not just on political issues 
but on other aspects of their lives." The station denies any association with political parties or 
organizations. The founder of the station was Gerry Jackson who was employed by the 
Zimbabwe Broadcasting Corporation (ZBC). She was fired for taking live phone calls from 
listeners during the 1997 food riots. She launched an independent station called Capital FM 
which was raided by police on direct order of President Mugabe. Latest logging noted was in 
January 04 on 6145 KHz from 1600-1900 by a DX'er in Finland. 

A check of their website www.swafricaradio .com advertises 4880 KHz as their broadcast 
frequency. Some of the main features on the web site were a British Sky News interview with 
President Mugabe and an article about the implication of a police commissioner in a car theft 
racket. Some of you may have read many of the horror stories of what's been happening in that 
troubled nation so it bears watching. Their e-mail contact address is mailfqiswiadioarrica.com .
